The various needs of the 67 
counties and the various ability of 
the people of those counties to pro- 
vide for such needs would seem to 
preclude blanket spending and tax 
ing limitations. Such a proposal 
does not square with the trend to- 
ward more home rule for countie: 

Even so, Sen. Pope's open spe- 
culation that he made a mistake in 
appointing Republicans to the com- 
mittee, and that Young's proposal 
was an attempt to "making politi- 
cal hay," seem uncalled for. 

There may be just as many 
practical difficulties in the way of 
putting finite limits on property 
taxation, as suggested by Pope. In 
fact, unless other sources of coun- 
ty revenue — or state revenue to 
assist counties — could be found, 
the effect would be the same. 

Certainly real estate taxes are 
becoming unbearable, and enforce- 
ment of full cash value assessments 
has not lightened the burden. In 
some cases it has merely unleash- 
ed the forces which constantly 
press for more public spending. 
Percentage limitations on annual 
millage increases may slow down 
the process, but the end result is 
bound to be higher taxes.

Need For Objectivity On TV 


As Americans look back 
over the November elections, 
they may find themselves con- 
siderably disturbed by the char 
acter of television “reporting 
on election night. This report- 
ing already has caused much 
discussion, 

Indeed there is much evi 
ence to indicate that electronic 
journalism has a long way to 
go in matching the objectivity 
of printed journalism in the 
United States. In the Novem- 
ber 8 television coverage, 
some candidates were declared 
winners while people were still 
going to the polls. The abund- 
ance of computer predictions, 
not all of them correct, proved 
confusing to the public. 

Aside from this aspect of the 
situation, many viewers felt 
that a number of television 
commentators displayed con- 
siderable personal bias in their 
comments on the returns: As 
usual, the conservative candi- 
dates took a beating from the 
commentators. Some com- 
mentators indicated by their 
words that they regard the elec- 
tion of conservatives as a dark 
day for the United States. Oth- 
er commentators resorted to 
mournful or sneering facial ex- 
pressions to convey the same 
message. 

It is very unfortunate that 
on 


news coverage television 
cannot be strictly impartial. If 
a station wants to issue a 
broacast editorial, it is free to 
do so in a comment frankly 
labeled an “editorial.” But the 
networks should refrain from 
mixing news and opinion on 
programs that are supposed to 
be objective news _ presenta- 
tions. 
This has been a problem for 
a nu The South- 
ern States have taken an es- 
pecially hard beating in an un- 
fair manner. Though hundreds 
of splendid schools have been 
built in the South in the last 
20 years, the networks have a 
habit “of showing Southern 
schools at their worst. In any 
part of the country, it is pos- 
sible to find public officials 
who are deficient in grammar 
r personal style. Yet the net- 
works seem to have a pench- 
ant for finding Southerners 
who make a bad appearance. 
It is not just Southerners 
who have suffered from slant- 
ed video coverage. The tele- 
vision coverage of the Viet 
Nam war almost seems resi 
ed to please Sen. J, W. Ful- 
bright and other bleeding 
hearts. Many of the news pro- 
grams on Viet Nam present 
American soldiers as brutal. 
The horrors committed by the 
communists areant brought 
home in sufficient detail. The 
pro-communist Buddhist monk 
set fire to themselves, 
were presented virtually as re- 
ligious and national heroes, 
whereas in fact many were 
fanatics who had been doped. 
This is not to say that many 
broadcasting executives don't 
strive for objectivity. Individ- 
wal station owners often are 
dissatified with the network 
news fare they must serve. Yet 
the station owner or manager 
has a hard time insisting on 
standards of electronic

It did 
no good, for example, for lil 
eral commentators to keep re- 
ferring to Ronald Reagan, now 
governor-elect of California, as 
an actor. The voters of that 
state were not in a mood to 
dismiss an intelligent candidate 
simply because of the type of 
work he engaged in a decade 
or more ago. News sources in 
the U. S. are varied, and print- 
ed journalism gave the public 


the record of Mr. Reagan's 
views on public issues. Then 
the voters made up their minds 

The American people, sop- 
histicated in the ways of opin- 
ion-shaping, have developed a 
powerful resistance to liberal 
brainwashing, as the Nov. 8 
elections made clear. If the 
brainwashing attempts are not 
eliminated in the near future, 
the results could be even great- 
er gains for conservatives in 
1968. Nevertheless, it is dis- 
turbing to see an important 
freedom — the freedom enjoy- 
ed by television broadcasters 
— used without an adequate 
sense of responsibility. If print- 
ed journalism can maintain 
high standards of responsibili- 
ties, the networks should be 
able to do the same thing. But 
the proof of the pudding will 
be the curbing of the liberal 
commentators who substitute 
opinion for news.

Dairy Steers 
Go For Kenaf 


So you think you're a heavy 
eater, How about this. 

Scientists at the University 
of Florida recently started feed 
ing kenaf silage to 700-pound 
dairy steers in experimental 
trials, to check the crop as a 
prossible livestock feed. 

There's no question but that 
the animals go for kenaf in a 
big way. Each animal ate an 
average of 132 pounds of the 
silage during the testing per- 
iod. 

"I've never seen animals this 
size eat more feed," said Dr. 
James Wing, associate dairy 
husbandman with tbe state's 
Experiment Stations. 

He explained that this year's 
crop has much better quality 
and a higher protein content 
than the crop grown last year. 

The kenaf was ensiled when 
six feet high and very leafy. 
The result is a high protein 
content, according to Dr. Wing 

Dr. Gordon Killinger, asso- 
ciate Stations agronomist, says 
the silage idea came about 
when it was found that the 
plants leaves and their stalks 
were high in total nitrogen 
and ran more than 25 percent 
in crude protein. 

The kenaf plant has been 
used for other things besides 
cattle feed. It has been call- 
ed a “magic plant” by some 
because of its potential as a 
paper-pulp product. 

Yarn and fabric have al- 
ready been made from kenaf. 
Attractive articles of clothing 
made from the plants parts 
have been blended with synthe- 
tic fibers like dacron.

Gertrude Stein tells us that 
‘A rose is a rose, is a rose,” 
and Mr. Shakespeare contends 
that "A rose by any other 
name would smell as sweet." 

They are probably both 
right but that doesn't alter the 
fact that ever since the be- 
ginning of written history the 
rose has represented the epit- 
ome of perfection. Countless 
individuals have succumbed to 
its spell, yet no one can de- 
fine precisely what it is that 
gives the mystic rose its en- 
chanting lure. 

1 have just enjoyed the plea- 
sure of reading “The Magic 
World of Roses” written by 
my friend, Matthew A. R. Bas- 
sity. Rose lovers will find it 
the most complete and com- 
prehensive book ever publish- 
ed on the subject of roses and 
it should be in every flower 
lover's library. 

1 doubt if any modern auth- 
or has ever given as much time 
anw effort to research of his 
subject as has Matt. He tells 
us that the rose is as Ameri- 
can as apple pie and bases his 
claim on the fipding of an im- 
print of a rose made some for- 
ty million years ago on a slate 
deposit at Florissant, Colorado 
which makes it as American 
as the cagle and qualifies if 
for the title of National Flow- 
er.
